LONDON, Oct. 2— Chancellor Hitler today hurled 500 
warplanes at England, causing five air raid alarms to 
sound in London. 
But Royal Air Force fighting planes and terrific anti­ 
aircraft barrages broke up the raiders! formations and 
drove the greater portion of them back. 
Only a few; 
managed to penetrate as far as the area of London, 
Simultaneously the long-range shore batteries at Dover 
opened up on a German, convoy, half-shrouded in mist, 
which was proceeding up the French coast on the other 
side of the channel. 
British dive bombers took off to 
| attack the German ships, which were protected by fast 
| motor torpedo boats ahead and astern. 
The shore bat­ 
teries are said t< have scored at least one direct hit. 
During the mo rn fug th re^ formations of approximately 
150 planes each attempted to hammer through to the 
capital without success. 
This afternoon a similar Nazi 
attack group crossed the Kent Coast, to be met by RAF 
pilots, engaged in furious dogfights, and finally forced 
to jettison their bombs over open country and scurry for 
home. 
As the fifth air raid of the day— the 154th of the war—• 
was in progress, anti-aircraft guns could be heard boom­ 
ing in distant suburban areas of the capital.

A go-between was sup­ 
posed to take the money to the 
custom office, release the bags, 
and return with one third of the 
sum contained in the bags.

swindle comes when the go-be­ 
tween takes the money for the re­ 
lease of the bags and then never 
shows up again.

suggested 
the com m ittee be comprised of 
nine representatives, who w'ould 
include m em bers of the w ays and 
m eans, the banking and currency, 
and 
the 
coinage, 
weights 
and 
m easures com m ittees. 
The Ohioan introduced the ros- 
olution a fte r m aking public more 
than 50 pages of research on the 
financial sta te of the nation. 
He 
declared it appeared as if “the 
subject of the public debt now h as 
become alm ost taboo in the house 
cham ber.” 
“I do not w ant the title of 
alarm ist,” Sm ith asserted, “but I 
believe th a t there are among us 
in congress today those who would 
ra th e r forget than attem p t to de­ 
bate a sm all problem such as, 
shall we say, the subject of the 
'national debt’.” 
Sm ith’s study of the financial 
position of the nation included re­ 
search on th e 'fe d e ra l debt, condi­ 
tion of bank credit, and “the po­ 
litical confiscation of the produce 
of labor, and its arb itrary redis­ 
tribution by m eans of grants, p ay­ 
m ents, subsidie, etc.”
